Strawbord company, in Thamesville,
Milton D, Anderson, 19 years of age,
was instantly killed Friday morning

shortly befors 9 o'clock.when his cloth-
ing was evidently caught in a cogwheel
and he was thrown over the whee! and
crushed between that and a Heavy
wooden pillar, The sleeves of hiw coat
were caught In the wheel so firmly that
Anderson’s body was drawn into a
space of 91-2 inches between the cog-
wheel and the wooden pillar. His body
was found by Roy White, who imme-
diautely gave the alarm and with the
asgistance of Robert Golstain and Har-
ry Hilderbrand cut the belt on the pul-
ley, which was fastenad to a large pul-
ley, so that the Jlifeless body could he
removed: The body was frighifully
crushed about the chest and lacerated
on the lower part of the right hip, and
lay HAcross the shaft edical assist-
ance was telephoned for, and Dr, J. J,
Donohue responded.. Medical Eaminer
Kimball and Coroner Brown were call-
ed and examined the body In the of-
fice, to which it had been taken, and
the latter gave Undertaker Gager per-
mission to remove the body.

Anderson was trying to place some
nuts on one of the blg pumps which
lets water into one of the vais. The
pump machinery was shut down while
he was making the repairs. He was
obliged to walk over an elevated plank
ever the shafting from one tank to an-
other in order to fix the necessary re-
paira. The opinlon of Coroner Brown

i= that this plank was greasy and he
slipped, probably falling agalnst Lhe
cog wheel. Supt. F, W. Briggs says
that Anderson was one of the most In-
telligent men of the factory and that
the young man took a great interest
in his work and was a careful em-
ploye, much interested In his work.

The father of Anderson, Allen An-
derson, orrived in town about 1.46
o'clock Friday aftermoon to make ar-
rangements for his burial. His burial
most likely will take place In Packer.

Under a plan of informa-
tion at the mource, all of these com-
plications and unnecessary expanses
pggregating up into the hundreds of
thopeands of dollars annually will be
eliminated and the government will be
in possession of more information for
the verification of the returna of in-
dividuals and corporations than under
the law as it now stunds,

that thy law is not speedily amended
as gbove that an annual appropriation
be made by congress for the relm-
bursement of banks, bankers and trust
companies for the extra expetusca Lo
which they are subject in acting as
ggents for the government in the col-
lection of tne income tax.”

FOR ARMOR PLANT
AT THE NAVY YARD.

Mahan Urges Thames River As The
Most Desirable Location.

(Bpecial to The Bulletin)

Washington, Feb. 6.—The house com-
mittee on naval affalrs is of the opin-
fon that some steps should be taken to-
wards the erection of an armor plant
at =ome point along the Atlantic cost
Ag far as the committee l2 concerned,
of the navy has won a
vietory in the advocacy of the con-
atruction of a government owned plant,
and it has been decided to attach an
amendment to the naval appropriation
bill providing for the appolntment of
an armor plant commission.

The amendmont has been carefully
drawn, and provides that a commis-
slon shall be appointed by i%> secra-
tary of the navy with instructions to
select the best avallable site for tha
proposed plant. This commission wiil
probably be eomposed of naval oficers
and civillan iron and steel experts, A
portion of the naval committea favor
the appropriation of sufficlent money
to allow the commission to purchnse a
slte, but the msjority are of the opin-
lon that eonly enough pay the ex-
penses of the commission should be
appropriated at thils sesslon. The com-
migsion will be Instructed to report to
tha next session of congress.

It 1s understood that the amendment
will provide for the erection of a plant
wilth a capacily of from 160,000 to 20,-
000 tone of armor plate. The commis-
will be required to report on the
cost of the erectlon of the
at wvarious locations, the trans-

and the avalilable material. It will also

Lightning sald 1o have itsg pre-
ferances among different kind of irees,
Some years ago Mr. McNab, a fellow
of the Botanical Soclety of Edinburgh,
investigated Into the generally re-
eeived opinion that neither the beech
nor the hirch {8 ever struck by light-
ning.
